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JOINT STATEMENT REGARDING ISSUES RAISED BY ISOLATED TUSAYAN 
CCN AREAS NOT REQUESTED IN HYDRO’S CCN APPLICATION 

Pursuant to the Procedural Order dated February 4, 2014 in these consolidated 

natters at page 3, lines 8-1 1 and n. 3, Applicant Tusayan Water Development Association, 

nc. (“Tusayan”), Applicant Hydro-Resources, Inc. (“Hydro”), and Applicant Anasazi 

Water Company, LLC (“Anasazi”) submit the following Joint Statement concerning 

:ertain areas historically included in Tusayan’ s Certificate of Convenience and Necessity 

“CCN’) which Hydro has not requested for inclusion in its requested CCN area. As 

wdered by the Commission, these facts will be incorporated into Tusayan’s (and for that 

natter Hydro’s) direct testimony to be submitted in this proceeding. This Joint Statement 

s submitted now at the Commission’s request to clarifl the record and resolve potential 

tmbiguities as to why the applications do not contain precisely identical CCN areas and 

he reasons Hydro’s application excludes two small, non-contiguous parcels to the north of 

he main Tusayan service area. 

On March 28, 1979, the Arizona Corporation Commission issued Decision No. 

I9808 in Docket U-2350, which was reaffirmed in Decision No. 50492 (issued on 

lecember 13, 1979), granting Tusayan a CCN for the provision of water service to areas 

n and around Tusayan, Arizona. Attached as Exhibit A is a map of Tusayan’s certificated 

uea (this is the official, best available map). Section 13 (T30N, N E )  on the map contains 

wo isolated parcels which are north of the much larger, main CCN area. The service 

iistory and status of these two isolated parcels are that they are not and have never been 

;erved by Tusayan, and to these parties’ knowledge there is no water utility infrastructure 

In or to these parcels. Tusayan, Hydro and Anasazi understand that the two isolated 

larcels within the Kaibab National Forest had at one time been the subject of a special use 

)emit, were under discussion for potential development as campgrounds and other uses, 

md were included in the original Tusayan CCN area for that reason. However, no 

ievelopment occurred, no special use permits are in place, and to the best of the 
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ndersigned parties' knowledge, the parcels are not slated for development of any nature 

ow or in the future. 

Because the two isolated parcels have never been served and there are no current 

lans for any development of the areas, Hydro did not include them within the CCN area it 

:quested in its CCN application filed on September 12, 2013. Attached as Exhibit B is a 

lap of the certificated area requested by Hydro."
